As a result of tna clash no session of 

the convention was hold until after 2 
p. m. Friday, although adjonmmment 
Thursdajr had only been until 10 a. m. 
Then business went through with a 
rush. The new oonstitntum of the 
league was submitted and adopted. It 
is in the main a repetition of tha old one, 
except that it onta aloof fkom tha home 
party, and malces the league a dis- 
tincnvely American affair, without re- 
sponsibility to the parliamentary party. 
A clatue to the effect that Drislmien 
should not purchase English made goods 
or patronize tradesmen that sell them, 
was gseeted with loud raplatise. The 
oonstatntion sIho provided that the 
league should be governed by a cabinet 
of seven, to be appointed by the presi- 
dent together with the secretary. Ryan, 
of Missouri, objected to the boycotting 
resolution, but was howled down 

The committee on resolution then pre- 
lented the following 

First— The Irish National liCaRiie of 
Anaerica in convention assetnliled at (^hi 
caKO on Oct. y, testifles its devotion U> 
the flag of the Union, and the unquenchtt 
ble love of its nienilxirs for the laws atul 
institutions of our glorious country, rccog- 1 
Dlr.iug a« we do gladly and proudly, thai 
our primary alleRiaiioe is due to tliat flag, 
and to tlume iiiBtjtutioiis. We allirni that 
our overinantt'riug deaire is to .'^t'c ex- 
t«nde<l t<j our inottierland the benefits ac- 
cruing from ecjuiil laws, such a."« have 
blesiM-d America ami made her the hope of 
BufferinK maiikiiul iiiiil the iniKlcl for na- 
tions struguli'iK f'T f""!** iii.stitnlioiis. 

Second — We re^-iel the conditions now 
existing in Ireland and attribute the irre- 
■poosibility and unfortunate tendenc y to- 
ward hero worship and one man domina- 
tion, which we hope to see OhMtSiated 
from the public life of Ireland. 

Third — We have no desire nor do we 
deem it wise, neceaaary or patriotic, to pass 
iudgineut upon the questions now so un- 
happily separating our brethren in the old 
land. We have heretofore tendered our 
good ofSces iu the adjustmenfcof those dif- 
fSnnoea, and that t«nder has been wholly 
disregarded by the contending elements, 
but we may and must speak out the 
opinions and wishes of the people whom 
we represent, and say that it is the duty of 
the Irish and all other oppressed people to 
seek freedom by peaceable methods, and 
only whan such methods have been fully 
triad and found wanting are nations and 
peoples justiflsd In reeortingto force. Bot 
we strongly and emphatieally assert that 
it is equally a duty to prnMua for every 
emergency and stand Many to aid our 
kindred in every manly way, recognized 
and sommended by usage and eivlllsation, 
in obtainlitg ftaemen'S pcivileosa in a land 
oonseorated to fteedomby the beioio sacri- 
floes of oenturies. 

Fourth— We call upon those who are re- 

Kosible for the locUng up of over 9SO0,- 
, mainly contributed by the people of 
this country for the support of the evicted 
tenants on the plan of campaign, to release 
the same and distribute it as originally 
intended by the subscribers, and we 
pledge ourselves that until thia requeat is 
compiled with we are resolved not to con- 
tribute another dollar t« aid those who 
have withheld this money from its legiti- 
mate beneficiaries. 

Fifth— We hereby resolve to maintain 
our organization (or the pnrpoee of being 
iu readiness for the performance of such 
duties as the exigencies of the future shall 
show to be fit and proper, and we humbly 
invoke the K>'>dauce of our mighty God 
for our brot hers and ourselves to the end 
that witli liis lilussim; our reunited efTorts 
may result in securing for the ItIhIi peo- 
ple the land in which he planted them and 
a government \vho>M) personnel shall be so 
clean and pure, and whose principles shall 
be so broad, humane and free, as to make 
it a modal among the trse nations of tha 
earth. 

Sixth— We extend our heartfelt sym- 
pathy to our president, Hon. ,fo)in 
Fitsgerald, of Lluc'iln, Net)., and our first 
vice president, Hon. Patrick Martin, 
of Baltimore, in IheiriilneHs, and earnestly 
hope for their Kpeedy recovery. No ciiu^o 
has ever had braver, truer and more .sell- 
saorificing sons than Kit/.gerald and Mar- 
tin, and the Irishmen will, we trust, ever 
rememl)er wit-h gratitude their ureut serv- 
ices to their country. 

Seventh— We call the attention of 
America to the cause of American citizens 
suffering penal horrors in British dungeons, 
because of evidence plainly manufiictiire<l, 
and the (act that they dare<l to express 
themselves in favor of a free Ireland, and 
we ask our repreeentatives in ooogress to 
press the matter upon the a tt en t io n of the 
state department. 

We tender our sincere thanks to all the 
szecutlve officers of the organization, par- 
ticularly Presideut John Fltsgerald, 
Treasurer liev.

FIRE IN HALIFAX. 

Vhe Meat Ue.tnictlve lllitze That Has 
TIslted That Place for Yei.v.. 

fiti.wAx , Oct. 8.— The moet disas- 
trous ire thtft has aver Tisitsd Halifax 

for years occurred here yeeterday. It 

broke out about I a. m. in Merlin's plan- 
ing mill nu Taylor's wharf, near the C5u- 
nard wliiirvt s. In a few minutes the 
place was all ablaze and the fire spread 
rapidly. A gentle bre<fze fromtlie north 
carried showers of live qwrhs to the 
buildiniTB and v.^sels. 

Within an hour Merlin's mill, Wilson's 
blacksmith Hliop, John Taylor & Com- 
pany's bi_' fish wareliuuse filled with 
pickled tisii, Brodktield lumber ware- 
house yaiil>, all on the Taylor & 
Brooktield wliarves were ilestroved. By 
this time the hro had spreatl to the 
Liverpmjl wharf and burned Butler's 
aparvard, II. Swenerton, millerH' agent: 
the Halifax broom factory. .1. dt. Jieilly 
& Coiiipaiiy. commiesion merclianis, 
and Shatford Brothers, oil dealers. 
Large quantities of petroleum were 
stored on thia wharf and there were 
great fears of an explosion. This was 
prevented by rolling oil into tho docks. 

The fire spread to the south wharf 
and soon tlie immense fish warehouses 
of John Taylor & Company were in 
flames. Next the flames spread to the 
big fish warehouse of Daniel Croniii on 
Ihe south and A. S. De WoU & Hons, 
agents of the Anchor line, on the north. 
A score of schooners at the burning 
wharves were quickly moved out into 
the harbor. By 2 o'clock iu the morn- 
ing the whole block from Cronin's to 
Hamilton's wharf on the north, almost 
adjoining the Cunaid wharros, hsd 
been destroyed. 

The citv was crowded with visitors at- 
atending the exhibition, and 10,000 nao- 
tators lined the wharrsafaithaTletadfyof 

the conflagration. 

The oil was mostly iniiKirtations of the 
Standard Oil, ajid the Eiistem Oil com- 
pany. The military were called out and 
all man of war sailors witl their en- 
gines and reels. The royal engineers 
blew up buildings to prevent the spread 
of tfaafln.

I have at last found a plausibla expla- 
nation of the origin of the trouble be- 
tween Santiago officials and Minister 
Egan. On what I consider excellent au- 
thority, I am told that the authorilaes 
some days since came to the^eJieT that 
the refugees in the Ameri An legation 
were hatchinc • oonspiraoT agataMt tha 

junta. 

Of course there was not the least 
foundation for this conviction, but in 
con.se(iuence of it the orders were given 
that led to such annoyance to tho minis- 
ter. All of the persona arrested were 
Bubjected to a searching of their cloth- 
ing for letters, it l)eing thought that 
their contenlH would throw light on the 
alleged coiisi)iracy. When these letters 
were not discovered the prisoners woje 
• lisiharged. 

Mr. Egan is determined not to eur 
render anyone who has sought refuge of 
the American t\i%!j unless a safe conduct 
into neutral terriroiy is guaranteed by 
the junta, or until the minister receivee 
an order from his state dspartmsnt to 
give up the pen)<jn. 

Commodore Schley, of the Baltimore, 
has retured from Santiago, whither he 
had gone to confer with Minister Egan 
on the state of atfairti. Ho reports that 
all is quiet in Santiago. 

It is probable that the junta has re- 
ceived a hint from its representative at 
Washington that it has been acting of 
late in rather too hasty a manner. I am 
fully convinced, as I cabled you yester- 
day, that the members of the provincial 
government are desirous of cultivating 
the friendship of the United States ana 
of avoiding any trouble with the United 
States or any other foreign nation. 

I am jtist in receipt of word by tele- 
lAume m>m Santiago to the effect that 
everything is peaceful there and tbit 
vislton to the American legation ars no 
longer molested. 

tVindoW Olu»a Workers 8tfII Out. 

Ml'.Ncii'., lud., Oct. H. -The window 
glass Workers of the country did not go 
to work as w.is expectts.!, and tho pre 
vailing strike wtis not 8ettle<l as was 
supijosed. After the meeting of the 
cuiiiuiittecs representing the inanufac 
turers and workers at Pittsburg, at 
which the schedule of last year was 
adopted, ami all ilifticulty settled, the 
manufacturers held another meeting at 
Columbus, O., and decided not to pay 
the two snapping bovs in each factory 
as before. The workers now flatly re- 
fuse to work until the manufacturers 
abide by the agreement at the Pitts 
burg meeting. Tlie point interfering is 
a sniuU one, but will likely prevent the 
making of w'uduw glass in tliis country 
for sareral days. 

Clevkla.nd, Oct. 3.-^-Mr. H. H. Pratt 
has a fine Barllett pear tree on his prem- 
ises, at 178 Miles avenue. Last year he 
raised three bushels of pears on the tree, 
and thia year he gathered about three 
pecks of the fruit. Heretofore the pears 
nave contained cores, but this year not a 
core has been found in the fruit.

Sai i.t Stk. Mahtk, Mich., Oct. 3.— 
The reiK)rt that the schooner Frank Pe- 
rew had foundered ^ff Whitefish Point 
Wsdnsadsy waa Tirliad yesterday 

afternoon when a sailboat arrived from 
the Persian islands bearing Charies 

Larrabep, .i sailor, the only survivor, 
and the bodies of Captain .Tames A. 
Markee, of Bay City, Mich,; first mate, 
name unknown; three sailors, Bob, 
Jack and Charlie, their surnames being 
unknown, and the cook, Maqr Ann Mo- 
Kay, of West Bay City. 

Sailor Larrabee's story of tha wreck 
is as follows: "We left Sanlt Ste. Marie 
on Sunday morning botmd for Mar- 
quette, loaded with coal. During a ter- 
rific' northwest gale Mond.ay a he»ry sea 
8t nick the Perew and stovo her side in. 
The captain called all bauds to the yawl 
and we were not five minutes away 
from the h( hooner when she went to the 
bottom. 1 he sea tosaed tia about »n the 
yawl tiuiii It o'clock Monday morning 
tiiitil :i in the afternoon. When we were 
about lui t v Mils otf the Persian islands 
a lieavy wave struck the yawl and she 
cajisi/.ed. 

"Tlie tight for life iimong us was ter- 
rible. 1 iiie sailor caught me by the neck 
and I was forced to hit him to free my- 
self. I finallv reached the islands nearly 
dead, where 1 remainrd two days with 
only the dead iHjdiesof iny shipmates for 
(■omi)aiiii>n8 and nothing to eat. I was 
finally rescutnl by Simon Johnson and 
Ins fishing crew, who accidentally came 
to the island, otherwise I wouUl have 
starved to death. The fishing crew 
]iicked up tha bodies ona by ona akmg 

the Ijeacfl. 

Charles Larrabee, the rescued sailor, 
lives iu Buffalo, The schwner 
Frank I'erew, tons net tonnage, was 
a three master and owned by Pierson, of 
Cleveland, clssssd AS, and Talued at 
$12,000.

New Yo1!K. Oct. 8.— R. O. Dun St 
(Jompany's weekly review of trade says: 
The iron markets are distinctly 
ftroiiger, there is less pressure to sell 
and concessions are more rare, even 
tbongb any advance in prices is as yet 
resisted. The demand for bar iron Is 
not active, and weakness in stocks tends 
to check sjtles of raila. Large aalea of 
copjier at twelve and one-half cents are 
reiKirted, but tin has sold hh low as 
twenty cent<, and sales of lead Mt 
small and of tin plates moderate. 

Tobacco has ri.fen three cents to eight 
cents iu the Connecticut valley, and the 
pruducers are realising lar^je profits. 
Sales of dry gcxKls are large in the ag- 
gregate, but in weight lar belovr last 
year's, and many looms are idle for the 
jiresent. On tiie other hand therf is a 
l>eciiliar interest in the demand for 
lieavy weights, and drees goods sales are 
satisfactory, great improvement in qual- 
ity being noticed. Cotton goods are a 
little le.ss active. Sales or knit goods 
are retarded by the weather and hosiery 
is dull. Sales of wool at the different 
markets are ii' <l '.i {ler cent. balOW thOOS 
of last year tiius far. 

Boston reports a closer money market 
and satisfactory trade. es|Hi iaHy in dry 
goods, Kint e i ooler weatlier came. Sales 
of Wool are :i.OOO,iiou pounds, with prices 
firm. 

At I'lnl.id. '.jiliia money is in fair de- 
mand, and imiirovement is seen in all 
lines of dr.i' goods and clothing, though 
there is complaint in these as iu othST 
branches of trade of slow coUectioiifs, 

At Baltimore tlie shoe trade exceeds 
last year's; at Cleveland traue m .Iry 
goofls and clothing has been retarded by 
the weather, but other trade has lieen 
good, and at Cincinnati some improTO* 
ment is seen in the shoe trade. 

At Chicago aome improvement is seen 
in the receipt of corn, oats an<l cheese, an 
eighth in cattle, a third in wool, and 
wheat receipta are five times and rye 
receipts eight timee last year's, but de- 
crease apjiears of half in lard, a third m 
cured meats and a fifth in barley. At 
St. Louis trade and manufactures are 
active and money close. At Minneaiio- 
lis and St. Paul business is good and 
lumber advancing, and at Kansas City 
and Denver improvement is seen. At 
all points reporting at the south trade is 
improving except at Savannah, where 
the great strika snspands tha meraniMit 
of cotton. 

In spite of several more ciroulars ad- 
vising farmers to hold their wheat, tha 
price nas declined about one cent. Ba* 
ceipts at the west have beeu over .').000,- 
OUO bushels in four days, and Atlantic 
exports tiU».(K)0 bushela, against 117, till 
for the whole week last year. Corn has 
advanced two cents and oats one and 
one-eighth cents, and while cotton is 
unchanged in i)rice. pork products have 
changed but a trifle, and coffee and o'l 
are a little lower. There ia more per- 
plexity than usual regarding the yield of 
cotton, but the most conservative esti- 
mates conclude that a large decrease in 
the product is prob.-vble, making a mar- 
ket for the heavy stocks wfaloh Wara 
brought over from last year. 

Importa of merchandise, though 
smaller than a year ago, when tha move- 
ment waa exceptional, are quite large, 
and exports from New York for the past 
two weeks are nearly equal to those of 
last year. Railroad earnings exceed last 
years, as do snhanges at the various 
clearing houAs oitnde New York, 
tlumgnlrat SUghtly and there are as yet 
ao symptoms of tne artificial monetary 
preeeure which some have apprehended. 

The failures during the last oeven 
days number for the I7«|led States 2ul 
and for Canada 29, or a total of 280 as 
compared with totals of 344 last week, 
and 230 the week previous to the last. 
For the corresponding wask of last year 
the figures were 197, rsnrsssetiilg IM 
failures in the United mates ana 81 In 
the Dominion of Can.ada.

Bleagg are a slick trio who were before 
Mayor Pearce yesterday on charge of 
peddling without a license. They were 
let ofT with a fine of $5 and costs each. 

The trio represented themselves as 
solicitors for the " Del Ora Soap Com- 
pany," of Milroy, Penn., and were intro- 
ducing the company's "line toilet and 
laundry soaps." 

They struck Maysvllle a few dajrs ago, 
and it's suri)ri,«ing the number of people 
they found — and tirst-class people, too — 
who expected to get something for noth- 
ing. Their plan of npcralions was to go 
to a person, state they were introducing 
the soap referred to, and that they could 
place it with only aeventj'-five families in 
a city the size of Maysville. They gave 
ten cakes of soap for 50 cents, and the 
company would make a 14x17 crayon por- 
trait free for every buyer and sui)ply a 
frame fref also.

Wabhinoton, Oct. For the flret 

time in the hiHtory of the country the 
import and export tiKures sliow that the 
value of the artii'les imi)()rted free of 
dutv exceeds the value of those upon 
which duty is paid. The exact figures 
are 66 per cent, for the one and 44 i)er 
cent for the other. 

In the last elev«n months the value of 
free imports has exceeded the value of 
the dutiable imports by |l !'J,(mh».imk). 
The free adniisxion of sugar nun larvcelj 
led to this revolution in the tarirt, but 
chemicals, drugs, and dyestulfs, Qblx, 
hemp and jute, and fruits not produced 
in this eountry are also important fav> 
tors.
